In his room were found 
letters from’ his parents, and from his 
sisters, in Lebanon, The letters 
were filled with end terms, en- 
treaties to be careful, to be sure he 
never gave hisright name, assurances 
they were constantly praying for his 


safety. 
Palmer Tells of Plot. 

“My aunt and my sisters had gone 
out one day, and I was alone with 
Caudell,” said Palmer in his confes- 
“ He told me he had a scheme to 
get $40,000. We would write a letter 


to Len Small, ask him for it, threaten 


to wipe out his family, and he would 
give us the money. I didn’t want to do 
it at first, but he made it seem sd easy 
that I consented, and we mailed the 


letter to Small at his bank in Kan-. 


kakee. 

“Caudell had worked on the farm 
since April. 
him and post his letters. He said he. 
had a reason for not doing this work 
himself.” 

The letter instructed Small to drop 
the money at a place on the Kankakee- 
Momence road where he would see an 
American flag. He paid no attention 
to it until Williams Allers, a farmer 
of Manteno, came to see it. He had 
heard of the letter, he said, and he be- 
lieved Caudéll had sent it. 

Farmer Gives Warning. 

Moreover, Allers believed Caudell had 
stolen his automobile. Deputy Sheriff 
Max Welch was notified. He remem- 
bered tavo license plates had been stolen 
from another auto. He believed pos- 
sibly Caudell had taken them to camou- 
flage the stolen car. He sent out no- 
tices to various towns.

Today, sturdily surviving the ‘rigors 
of war, of censorship, of peace, and of 
general .strikes, it takes pride in the 
circulation achievements of THz CHI- 
caGo TRIBUNE ‘and o@ the New York 
News, and at the’same time wishes to 
register its contribution to the success 
of the triumvirate of publi- 


4 cations. 
Although no public circulation audit | 


is available, the European edition is 
prepared to defend its claim to the 
largest American circulation of any 
newspaper in Europe. 

The additions to its mail, subscrip- 
tion list received in June tripled the 
record of any previous month.

WHERE THE MONEY COMES FROM. 

The spectacle of the Danville street railway em- 
ployés’ union battling with the railroad shop men’s 
sion at Danville over the proposed raise of fare 
on the local trolley lines is of interest far beyond 
the battle itself. It is a development which may 
mean the beginning cf a new era in the labor 

Both the car men and shop men argued from 
the natural standpoint of self-interest. The car 
men wanted higher fares to provide higher wages. 
The shop men opposed higher fare because it meant 
greater expense_to them. Between the two an 
observer can see an important point. \ 

It is the realization by union men that high 


wages and high costs are interdependent, even 


= 


though high wages are~not entirely to blame for 


high costs. The car men realize they cannot get 


higher Wages unless the shop men pay the money 
to the company in-higher fares. The shop men 
Object to losing the advantages of their own wage 
scale by paying more money to get to and from 
their jobs. Both make it clear. that they under- 
stand the economic question involved. They no 
longer consider an employer an inexhaustible 
source of supply. 

Beyond a certain point a raise in wages for one 
union means a lessening of the purchasing power 
of the wages of another union. In other words, 
the product becomes more important than the 
medium of exchange. British unions, and to a 
small extent American unions, have recognized 
that fact. In most cases the recognition has been 
by union officials who have some knowledge of 
economics, . 

The Danville incident is a recognition of @ great 
economic principle by 2,000 men of the rank and 


| file, It may, for that reason, have more influence 


upon organized labor than any pronouncement by 
officials. If it does bring home to the rank and 
file such an economic fact, it will have nation-wide 
benefit by preparing the ground for cultivation of 
more economic knowledge. When such knowledge 
reaches general growth among union men many 
of their difficulties will be over, and the rest of the 
grid with them will give thanks. :

A PRISON IN NAME ONLY. 

Five murderers and four other convicts walked 
calmly to freedom under the eyes of a guard at 
the honor farm of Joliet penitentiary on Friday. 
Three woman convicts éscaped from the prison 
with equal ease four days earlier. Twenty men 
scorned the “honor” of the honor farm and the 
hars of the prison in May and escaped. 

Again we are moved to ask: What is a peni- 
tentiary? Is it a place where murderers, robbers, 
and forgers are gathered at their own discretion for 
mental, moral, and physical uplift, or is it a place 
where enemies of society are to be confined for the 
protection of the public upon which they prey? 
It begins to appear that it is the former. The mur- 
derer or convict, finding that the spirit of uplift 
no longer interests him, simply departs without 
ceremony to,return to his old haunts and activities, 

If departure is so simple as it appears to be on 
the face of extensive evidence, we are inclined to. 
suggest that the board of pardons and paroles has 
become superfluous. Why should a convict go to 
all the trouble of appeals, witnesses, hearings, and 
so forth, to obtain liberty, ‘when all he hag to do is 
to open a door, climb out a coal chute, or wander 
peacefully away from the farm, picking flowers 
the while with childlike simplicity? Perhaps the 
flower picking is the justification. At least it ap- 
pears to be the alibi of the guard who watched the 
last five murderers stroll away. To be sure, they 
were man killers, but they loved flowers. They 
could not be wholly bad. Therefore, let them go. 
That seems to he: about as sane a line of reagon- 
ing as any which has attempted to explain or de- 
fend the recent wholesale jail deliveries. If it is 
kept up, we predict a remarkable growth of the 
love of flowers among the convicts. But there will 
be no simultaneous growth of the love of prison | 
guards and prison authorities among the people 
who are to be again victimized or murdered by 
these escaped convicts.

LUXURIES AND WASTE. 
[New York Journal of Commerce.] 

The national bill for luxuries set forth by the sec- 
retary of the treasury is calculated to make the 
“ drink bil)" that used te horrify us before the eight. 
eenth amenément look ridiculous. That amounted to 
a billion and a half or two billions, and we believe 
that covered tea and coffee as well as alcoholic drinks, 
Mr. Houston produces a @gtalogue of luxuries that 
reaches nearly twenty-three billions for a single 
yeer. This is within half or three-quarters of a bil- 
lion of the costs of war for two years and seven 
months, as strted last December by Secretary Glass, 
after deducting what the ordinary gost of government 
would be without war and also the loans to our as- 
sociates, which are in a sense investments. 

Not nearty alJ of these luxuries are indulgences of 
the appetites. They include good clothes and ex- 
penditures In travel and a coupie of billions for auto: 
mobiles, and three-quarters of 1 per cént of that last 
item for works"of art; and ‘books? They aré not 
mentioned. Is it becguse the item is too small to be 
visible? Is it what is called in. chemical analyses 
“a trace"? But tobacco, “soft drinks,” “ cereal 
beverages,” perfumery, cosmetics, fancy soaps, make 
the “ drink bill” of previous years look contemptible. 

The notion used to be that if people did not spend 
their nickels for beer, their dimes and quarters for 
distilled spirits, and their dollars for champagne they 
would put the money in the savings bank or invest !t 
in “laudable commercial enterprises. But. they do 
nothing of the sort. They go to “ movies” and buy 
“near beer,” and not very near either, and eat candy 
or smoke cigarets. As & matter of politica] economy, 
the closing of the bars has negligible results. Thrift

PMONARD HILL, a great English 

physiologist, recently wrote an in- 

teresting book on ventilation. Me 

is recognized as a world authority 
on the subject. If there is any need for 
backing of Hijl as an authority this is 
supplied by the medica! research commit- 
tee of the national health insurance, 
which issues the Hil] book as one Of its 
special reports. 

In this book there is a lot ef adyice 4s 
to activity during hot weather. He says: 
“ By screening off the sun and supply- 
ing a suitable wind, work in temperate 
climates on most days of the year can 
be done with coolness and ease. By 
means of fans man can escape from 
under the curse ‘in the sweat of thy 
face shalt thou eat bread.’ It will pay 
the employer so to regulate the cooling 
power as to prevent sweating but not to 
uncomfortably cool the heavy worker, 
He will in this way bring about the 
greatest efficiency, increase output with- 
out increasing fatigue.” 

The essentia!] of his plen is to pravide 
working places with plenty of electrically 
driven fans. In so far as possible the 
men are to be protected against radiant 
heat, such as that from the sun and 
from fires. Overcrowding is not to be 
permitted. 

In some cases it will pay to chill the 
workroom by some form of refrigeration. 
We are cooling theaters and restaurantg, 
because those who play demand it. Some 
hospitals for babies are eooled as a 
means of saving babies’ lives. Soon some 
employers will plan to increase output 
by cooling the air. Many who cannot 
refrigerate can make the workroom com- 
fortable by the installation of fans. | 
To prevent miner ghop accidents Ver- 
non has shown that the temperatures 
must be kept above 55 degrees and be- 
low 70 degrees. Whenever the air tem- 
perature of the shop fel] below the first 
figure or went above the second a rise in 
the accident rate was noted.

statement in Tag Tripune relative to 
the condition of our United States ma- 
rines in the island of ti and their 
need of welfare work among them, as the 


Kiy. M. C. A. was doing nothing for them, 


The reason that the Y. M. C, A Is do- 
ing nothing in Haiti at present is be- 
eause on April 1 ajl welfare work was 
taken over by the 6th division, bureau 
of navigation, in accordance with the 
navy department's policy of operating 
officially all welfare work 

Relative to the work of the ¥Y. M. C. A. 
in Haiti prior to April 1, the report of 
Mr. T. M. Low to Mr. Bert C. Pond 
June 15, has the following: 

“ Mr. Low recently returned from Port- 
au-Prince after a trip through the hills, 
during which he rendered service to the 
men at the outposts and carried supplies 
for free distribution. In addition to what 
he himself was able to do, he placed at 
the disposal of the chaplain at Port-au- 
Prince, on behalf of the Y. M. C. A., 3500 
a month for use there and at the out- 
posts, and also placed at the disposal of 
the chaplain at Cape Haitien from $300 
to $500 a month for welfare work there 
and at outlying outposts. 3 

The Y. M. C. A. financed the Christmas 
entertainment for the men of . Rus- 
sell’s command to the extent of $1,500, 
besides considerable supplies of periodi- 
cals, and, through the American Library 
association, placing thirty cases of books 
to the commanding officer, lst provisional 
brigade, Port-au-Prinee, and two cases 
to the chaplain at Cape Haitien. There 
are about 150 books to a case. 

There is.no doubt that the absolute 
‘need of the ‘marines makes any service 
inadequate. Much of their duty is in 
small detachments at isolated outposts 
reached only by dangerous trails. One 
young marine, whe dropped behind his 
column, was killed and partly eaten by 
the bandits.

PARIS, July 4.—During my stay in 
Moscow a delegation of German work- 
men visited. the soviet capital to in- 
vestigate offers which had been made 
to German labor leaders of empley- 
ment for 200,000 German skilled and 


unskilled workers in Russia. After 
they returned to Germany the soviet 
- government put on the wireless a 
story to the effect that they had ac- 
cepted, and that 100,000 would enter 
Russia in the near future. 

This was either a deliberate misrep- 
resentation, or the German leaders re- 
fused to accept the recommendations 
of their committee. I talked with the 
chairman of this organization, a work 
man from Ruhr, and he told me they 
were going back to Germany to ad- 
vise their brother workmen against 
entering Russia under its present con- 
ditions. 


Objects to Atheism. 


“We have been made attractive of- 
fers, with the promise of the Red army 
ration for ourselves and our families, 
wages at least double those paid na- 
tive Russians, and given us either in 
rubles of the soviet government or 
German marks,’* the workman said. 
“But so long as the program of the 
Communist party is openly atheistic, 
their attitude toward home life such 
as it is, and their marriage and di- 
vorce laws as lax as they are day, 
we cannot ask German workmen to 
bring their wives and families to Rus- 
sia. 
- “The majority of the Socialists in 
Germany still hold to the religion of 
their fathers, and while the soviet 
government does not openly persecute 
religion, it is frank in its statement 
that religion is a snare, and in its 
schools our children would be taught 
to despise their church to believe that 
God does not exist.” 

The Basis of Leninism. 


The attitude of the German work- 
men was communicated by them to 
Lenin, and he answered their objec- 
tions with the doctrines of Marx das 
interpreted by the Communists. He 
told them all true Socialism was 
founded on atheistic principles, that 


there could be.no perfect communal } 


society as long as children were handi- 
capped by the inadequate teachings of 
their parents, and so long as women 
“chained” to the home. 

‘The state is father of the children, 
and the tittle ones children of the 
state,”” Lenin said. “We must instill 
in them the true principles of Com- 
munism in their youth. We must give 
them a fair chance to start life, and 
‘that we will do when the ideals of 
Communist society age fulfilled. Men

Still fisher 
men throughout northern Dlinois have | @- 
had good success, especially on silver 
bass and “black sunfish.” 


Anglers returning from Wisconsin, 
where the bass season opened Thurs- 
day, report poor luck in most cases. 
In the central and southern parts of 
the state, especially, the fishing was 
generally poor. 


Trout fishing, as a whole, is not up 
to standard, and it begins to look as if 
the season is going to be disappoint- 
ing in the middie western states. It 
is not due to lack of fish, but to unfa- 
vorable water conditions. 
consider this the best season of our 
experience if we shad landed a big 
brown ‘trout we had on the other day 
on the Pine in Wisconsin. However, 
he just walked Off with our leader and 
left us gasping for air. 


Muskie fishing in the north Is ¢o-so. 
Occasionally we get reports of a good 
sized one being landed, but the general 
complaint is that the only muskies that 
are a bit obliging are smal! ones. One 
angler fishing in the Eagle waters took 
fourteen in two days’ fishing, but not a 
one weighed over twelve pounds. We 
have similar reports from other sec- 
tions. 


NOTES BY THE WAY. ~ 

HERE is good fishing right now 
in Grass lake and, what is a 
great deal rhore interesting, there 
will be better’ fishing conditjuns 
from now on. The state fisheries de- 
partment had an apron put on the 
dam at McHenry, 
Grags lake quite a bit more water and, 
at théwsame time, preserve some of the 
best spawning beds in the Fox lake re- 
gion.. Without the apron the dam cut 
off the water to such an, extent that 
these spawning beds dried up; now 
they will be at the proper level during 
the spawning period.
